In an interview with The 
Times, Gall said he did not 
know Bridgman directly 
but revealed that the 
name was "familiar.

Instead 
of dots after the "St” and 
the "V" he drew small 
horizontal ovals. f lhe re- 
sult resembles the middle 
name "Starvo" used by 
Kay. 

This suggests that Ray 
or an accomplice. In decid- 
ing on the name "Eric 
Starve Calt," might ha\e 
seen a copy of the real 
Galt's signature. 

The physical similarities 
between Galt and Ray aLo 
are striking. They are 
about the same height and 
weight. Galt, at is 1 -J 
years older, but he is trim, 
vigorous, and looks about 
the same age as Ray docs 
in his photographs. 
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More startling: both 
have inconspicuous scars 
on their foreheads and on 
the palms oof their right 
hands. 

Galt said the only place 
these details have ever

question everyone close to 
an individual in whom 
they are interested, but 
seldom the individual 
himself.

This fact is interop irg 
because neither Bridgman 
nor Snrwi has eve r sought 
a passport. If Ray had 
tried to me th.e name of a 
person, already holding a 
passport, h i s deception 
might ha\c been detected 
immediaUly, leading some 
observers to believe he 
knew the.

Shortly after receiving
